provided  a  valuable  and  important  service  in  the  evolution  of  early  Texas  The 
little  known  achievements  of  the  Buffalo  soldiers  played  a  vital  role  in  the

About  8  months  after  taking  over  the  Coins  for  A's  program,  we  can 
report  that  we  have  sent  coins  to  63  young  people  who  were  interested  both  in 
coins  and  good  grades,  and  who  sent  us  copies  of  their  grade  reports  with  A's 
on  them  Since  many  of  these  young  com  collectors  have  sent  us  report  cards 
for  more  than  one  reporting  period,  we  are  very  close  to  having  sent  out  100 
packages  of  coins  in  that  time  We  were  slowed  down  a  little  by  a  family 
emergency  w  hich  called  us  out  of  town,  and  now  have  a  backlog  of  21  requests 
that  we  are  working  through  So.  if  you  have  an  acquaintance  who  is  waiting 
for  his  or  her  coins,  they  should  have  arrived  by  the  time  you  get  this  issue 
While  some  of  our  "customers"  only  send  grades  in  once  a  semester,  others  rush 
their  reports  to  us  after  each  6  weeks  Ordinarily,  we  try  to  get  the  coins  started 
back  within  a  week,  and  hope  not  to  get  backed  up  again 

Thanks  again  for  all  the  help  we  have  received  from  individuals  and 
coin  clubs  TNA  District  XI  Governor  Ken  Horn  relayed  (via  Mike  Grant)  a 
very  nice  gift  of  American  cents  and  assorted  foreign  coins  from  the  Golden 
Spread  Com  Club  in  Amarillo.  We  apologize  for  being  so  slow  about  thanking 
the  club  for  this  collection,  and  plead  the  same  delay  as  above  As  soon  as  we 
have  inventoried  the  coins,  we  will  be  writing  the  Golden  Spread  Club  to 
express  our  appreciation 

We  have  begun  to  get  requests  for  coins  and  inquires  about  the 
program  from  out-of-state  young  people,  apparently  the  result  of  an  article  that 
appeared  in  "Coin  World".  To  repeat  something  we  mentioned  in  the  last 
article,  many  of  the  students  who  send  us  requests  have  very  specific  needs 
We  always  write  them  notes  telling  them  we  are  dependent  on  contributions  of 
coins  from  adult  collectors,  and  can't  guarantee  a  particular  type  or  date  We 
still  have  more  foreign  coins  than  U.S..  and  still  receive  more  requests  for  U  S 
coins  than  anything,  so  if  you  have  some  U  S  coins  that  are  not  doing 
anything.  Coins  for  A's  can  certainly  find  homes  for  them  But  we.  and  the 
students  we  are  in  contact  with,  are  appreciative  of  everything  that  is  being 
done  for  the  Coins  for  A's  program

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TREASURE  OF  XERXES 

HUGE  HOARD  OF  SILVER  BURIED  CIRCA  450  BC 


lm/  non-,  as  he  looked  and  saw  the  whole  Hellespont  covered  with  the 
vessels  of  his  fleet  and  all  the  shore  and  every  plain  about  Abydos  as  full  as  possible  of 
men.  Xerxes  congratulated  himself  upon  his  good  fortune,  but  after  a  little  while  he 
wept-  Mis  uncle  Art  aba  nus.  who  w  -as  with  him  at  the  time,  asked  about  this  strange 
expression  of  contradictory'  feelings  "I  was  thinking. "  Xerxes  replied,  "and  it  came 
into  my  mutd  how  pitifully  short  human  life  is  " 

Herodotus  1 11.  45-46 

This  moment  in  history  described  by  the  ancient  historian  Herodotus  was  perhaps 
one  of  the  greatest  military  undertakings  in  history  given  the  current  technology.  The 
accounts  relate  that  the  great  Persian  king  Xerxes  amassed  an  army  of  1,700,000  men  for  his 
invasion  of  Greece  in  480  BC.  An  entire  city  was  needed  to  feed  the  army  just  two  meals, 
and  an  entire  river  ran  dry  when  they  drank  And  huge  quantities  of  silver  coins  were  struck 
to  finance  the  massive  military  payroll  and  all  the  expenses  of  huge  military  operations.  The 
Hellespont  was  the  water  way  at  least  a  mile  wide  connecting  the  Black  Sea  and  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  and  separating  Europe  from  Asia  Minor  In  order  to  move  his  vast  army 
Xerxes  commanded  his  engineers,  mostly  Phoeneeians  and  Egyptians,  to  build  a  bridge  To 
do  this  674  ships  w'ere  tied  together  in  a  double  row  and  planks  were  laid  over  the  decks. 
The  planks  were  covered  with  brushwood  and  dirt  to  create  a  road.  Xerxes  invaded  Greece 
and  very  nearly  succeeded  in  conquering  the  civilized  world. 

As  the  Persians  moved  through  northern  Greece  they  were  met  at  the  pass  of 
Thermopylae,  where  the  300  Spartans  led  by  I,eonidas  fought  to  the  last  man.  and 
successfully  delayed  the  Persian  advance  long  enough  for  the  Greek  cities  to  prepare 
Although  Xerxes  captured  Athens,  the  Athenians  had  fled  with  their  fleet  to  the  nearby  island 
of  Salamis  where  the  Persian  fleet  was  defeated  by  the  more  experienced  Athenian  navy'. 
The  army  of  the  allied  Greek  city-states,  led  by  Spartans  was  able  to  defeat  the  Persian  army 
at  Plataea  in  479  BC  and  effectively  ended  Xerxes  attempted  conquest  of  Greece 

Xerxes  is  long  dead,  and  his  observations  on  the  brevity  of  human  existence  still 
applies  today,  even  though  we  average  more  than  twice  the  usual  life  span  of  the  ancients. 
By  collecting,  studying  and  handling  the  coins  of  the  ancients  our  human  experience  can  be 
greatly  enhanced  In  our  hands  we  have  relics  of  great  kings  who  commanded  huge  armies 
to  conquer  kingdoms  now  vanished.  These  huge  treasures  of  precious  metals  that  are  now 
unearthed  from  the  paths  of  these  ancient  armies  are  sometimes  the  only  tangible  links  that 
we  have.  Now  you  can  expand  your  horizons  to  the  Fifth  Century  BC  with  a  modest 
contribution  to  the  Jonathan  k  kern  Co.

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Tins  hoard  of  silver  was  composed  of  over  100  pounds  of  struck  sigloi.  A  single 
siglos  averages  5  55  grams  of  nearly  pure  silver  and  depicts  the  Great  King  of  Persia  as  an 
archer  in  an  action  pose  Some  interpret  his  posture  as  the  archaic  art  expression  of  running, 
and  others  describe  him  as  kneeling.  These  coins  were  struck  with  a  heavy  sledge  hammer 
on  very  thick  oblong  planchets.  much  like  silver  bullets,  with  a  hand  held  upper  die  depicting 
the  archer.  Hie  lower  die  was  probably  imbedded  in  wood  or  stone  to  secure  it  The  lower, 
or  reverse  die  of  these  coins,  was  used  in  the  manner  of  the  very  first  coins  ever  produced  in 
the  world.  This  lower  die  was  a  roughly  rectangular  raised  metal  lump,  appearing  in 
hundreds  of  mysterious  variations.  The  raised  reverse  die  creates  an  incuse  impression  for 
the  backs  of  the  sigloi  Museum  studies  now  in  progress  utilize  the  reverse  incused 
impressions  for  quick  die  referencing,  since  the  obverse  impression  of  the  Great  King  is 
frequently  off  center  These  coins  represented  a  huge  explosion  in  the  production  of  coined 
money,  and  were  struck  rapidly  to  fill  the  need  for  pre-weighed  silver  authorized  by  a 
powerful  ruler. 

The  Great  King  is  shown  holding  a  spear  and  a  bow  on  the  sigloi  attributed  to  the 
Asia  Minor  mint  of  Sardeis.  in  Lydia  and  a  bow  and  a  dagger  on  the  other  type  which  is 
possibly  all  from  a  different  mint  further  south.  Frequently  they  are  countermarked  w  ith  tiny 
punches  by  merchants  of  bankers,  possibly  to  attest  to  the  quality  of  the  silver  We  can  sell 
either  type  in  a  nice  fine  grade  for  $37  each,  a  nice  very  fine  for  $77  each  or  a  nice 
extremely  fine  for  $277  each.

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"In  God  We  Trust" 
BY  BENNY  BOLIN 


In  these  days  of  banning  prayer  in  schools  and  other  examples  of  trying  for  a 
complete  separation  of  church  and  state,  people  may  wonder  how  "In  God  We 
Trust"  became  the  national  motto  and  how  it  came  to  be  placed  on  our  coins 
and  paper  money  The  motto  cause  little  notice  when  it  was  first  placed  on 
coins,  but  it's  deletion  from  coins  created  a  national  debate  that  ultimately  led 
to  its'  being  placed  on  coins  again  It  was  almost  100  years  between  placement 
of  the  motto  on  our  coins  and  on  our  paper  money  and  ninety-five  years  before 
it  became  our  national  motto 

The  first  proposal  to  place  a  recognition  of  God  on  our  coins  was  in  a  letter  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  S  P  Chase  from  Reverend  M  R  Watkinson. 
Minister  of  the  Gospel.  Ridleyville.  PA.  dated  November  13.  1861  He  was 
concerned  that  the  United  States  would  be  destroyed  by  the  Civil  War  and  that 
in  the  coming  centuries,  people  would  think  that  the  United  States  was  a 
heathen  nation  since  there  was  no  mention  of  God  on  our  coins  He  stated, 
"from  my  heart.  I  have  felt  our  national  shame  in  disowning  God  as  not  the 
least  of  our  present  national  disasters."  He  proposed  the  motto.  "God.  Liberty, 
Law  "  On  November  20.  1861.  Secretary  Chase  wrote  to  James  Pollock, 
director  of  the  mint,  "no  nation  can  be  strong  except  in  the  strength  of  God.  or 
safe  except  in  his  defense  The  trust  of  our  people  in  God  should  be  declared 
on  our  national  coins  You  will  cause  a  device  to  be  prepared  without 
unnecessary  delay  with  a  motto  expressing  in  the  fewest  and  tersest  words 
possible  this  national  recognition  "  The  addition  of  the  motto  could  only  be 
done  if  a  new  law  were  passed  as  the  Act  of  January  18.  1837  outlined  what 
mottos  and  designs  were  placed  on  United  States  coins  In  December.  1863. 
Mr  Pollock  submitted  to  Secretary  Chase  for  approval,  designs  for  the  new  one. 
two  and  three  cent  coins  He  proposed  that  the  motto  "Our  country.  Our  God." 
or  "God.  Our  Trust"  be  used  Secretary  chase  approved  the  designs  on 
December  9.  1863  He  suggested  that  the  two  cent  piece  carry  the  motto  "In 
God  We  Trust  " 

the  congressional  Act  of  April  22,  1864  changed  the  composition  of  the  one 
cent  coin  and  also  authorized  the  two  cent  coin  It  also  authorized  the  director 
of  the  Mint,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  decide  the 
designs  and  mottoes  that  were  used  on  the  coins  Thus,  the  1864  tow'  cent  piece 
was  the  first  United  States  coin  to  carry  the  motto  The  Congressional  Act  of 
March  3.  1865  authorized  the  use  of  the  motto  on  all  coins  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Director  of  the  Mint  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  It  was  subsequently 
placed  on  the  double  eagle,  eagle,  half  eagle,  dollar,  half  dollar,  quarter  and 
nickel  beginning  in  1866  Secretary  Chase  died  in  1873  and  without  lus 
support,  the  motto  fell  on  tough  times  In  1883.  when  the  nickel  was 
redesigned,  the  motto  was  omitted  and  did  not  reappear  on  the  nickel  until 
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1938  At  the  same  time,  many  people  from  the  east  who  had  gone  west, 
especially  to  Kansas,  fell  on  rough  times  Drought  and  severe  depression 
caused  many  to  go  broke  Their  slogan  became,  "In  God  We  Trusted.  In 
Kansas  We  Busted  "  In  1907,  when  the  double  eagle  and  eagle  were 
redesigned  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens.  he  did  not  include  the  motto  on  the 
new  coins  President  Roosevelt  himself  objected  to  the  mottoes  use  on  coins 
He  felt  that  there  were  too  many  references  to  hard  times  playing  on  these 
words  and  their  use  on  our  money  bordered  on  sacrilege  He  stated  in  the  New 
York  Times  on  November  14.  1907  "when  the  question  came  up.  we  looked 
into  the  law  and  found  there  was  no  warrant  for  putting,  'In  God  We  Trust'  on 
the  coins  I  might  have  felt  at  liberty  to  keep  the  inscription  had  I  approved 
My  own  firm  conviction  is  that  such  a  motto  on  coins  does  no  good  but  positive 
harm  and  is  in  effect  irreverence,  which  comes  close  to  sacrilege  Everyone 
must  remember  the  innumerable  cartoons  and  articles  based  on  phrases  like  'In 
God  We  Trusted  for  Eight  Cents'  and  In  God  We  Tmst  for  Short  Weight  "  The 
New  York  Times  the  next  day  stated,  "the  instances  the  President  mentions 
show  clearly  enough  that  the  motto  had  not.  in  practice,  the  effect  intended  by 
the  pious  Mr  Watkmson  and  its'  promulgator  [Chase]  "  Public  outcry  was 
great  and  demand  to  restore  the  motto  was  high  The  Episcopal  diocesan 
convention  voted  131  to  81  in  favor  of  restoring  the  motto  to  coins  Many 
people  did  not  like  the  new  coins  without  the  motto  and  the  Reverend  W  A 
Jones  of  the  Knoxville  Presbyterian  Church  refused  to  accept  the  Christmas  gift 
his  congregation  gave  him  of  five  of  the  double  eagles  He  said  they  were 
"Godless  coins"  and  he  would  never  accept  them  Representative  J  Hampton 
Moore  introduced  a  bill  to  restore  the  motto  and  to  withdraw  all  coins  without  it 
from  circulation  on  December  21.  1907  The  House  of  Representatives  passed 
the  bill  255  to  5  on  March  16,  1907  The  Senate  took  it  up  and  the 
"Congressional  Act  of  May  18,  1908"  was  passed  and  signed  by  President 
Roosevelt  It  made  the  motto  mandatory  on  all  coins  it  had  been  on  before 
Finally,  the  Congressional  Act  of  July  1 1,  1955  made  the  motto  mandatory  on 
all  United  States  coins  President  Eisenhower  signed  a  Congressional 
Resolution  on  July  30.  1965  making  "In  God  We  Trust"  the  official  motto  of  the 
United  States 

The  addition  of  the  motto  to  our  paper  money  was  only  slightly  discussed  in 
these  early  debates  During  the  Civil  War  years  when  it  was  suggested  that  the 
motto  be  added  to  the  country's  paper  money.  President  Lincoln,  being  aware  of 
the  decreasing  governmental  gold  supply  and  its'  inability  to  back  the 
greenbacks  with  gold,  was  said  to  feel  that  a  more  appropriate  motto  would  be  a 
quotation  from  St  Peter,  "silver  and  gold  have  1  none,  but  such  as  I  give  thee  " 
Nothing  further  was  done  to  add  the  motto  to  paper  money  until  interest  was 
revived  bv  Matt  Rothcrt.  an  ANA  president  and  avid  paper  money  collector 
He  says  the  idea  came  to  him  while  at  church  on  Sunday  morning  in  1953  He 
felt  that  since  coins  had  the  motto  on  them  and  since  paper  money  circulated 
abroad  more  than  our  coins,  a  message  about  the  country's  belief  in  God  could 
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easily  be  carried  by  our  paper  money  In  November.  1953.  he  suggested  it  to 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  George  H  Humphrey  In  March  1955.  Senator 
Fulbright  of  Arkansas  introduced  a  bill  to  place  the  motto  on  our  currency  to 
the  Senate  and  Congressmen  Bennett  of  Florida  and  Harris  of  Arkansas 
introduced  a  similar  bill  to  the  House  of  Representatives  The  bill  was 
approved  and  signed  by  President  Eisenhower  on  July  1 1.  1955
